missive" Infant training advises 
that a baby should not be forced 
Into a set schedule which might 
restrict his Individual needs to 
a point where his early life 
would tend to become a time 
of struggle and conflict

"Certainly there has not, to 
my knowledge," the doctor said, 
"been- anything Invented so far 
which could possibly surpass 
the rocking chair In making a 
baby forget all about struggle

and conflict. This piece of fur
nlture alao fits admirably intc
the modern theory that a baby
gets lonesome, Just
I, and therefore craves human
companionship.

"Although not specifically 
stated in the voluminous treat 
ises on infant care, it is just 
possible that a baby likes to be 
roclted back and forth for the 
reason that he just llltes to be 
rocked back and forth.

"Anyway, we seem to be get­ 
ting back to some of the better 
ideas that Grandma had about 
taking care of a baby. When 
ever she is accused of "spoil
Ing" the
